Dr. Porterfield said the alloca­ 
tions are based on such things as 
population , 
relative 
financial 
status of the county and the rela­ 
tion of rural to urban needs. 
He said Ohio's share of the gov­

was

from $640,000 to $750,000 for the 
year but, he added, there are five 
more qualified health departments 
in counties

W A SH IN G T O N , May 30— f^P)— 
Advocates of Universal M ilitary 
Training were confident today the 
nation eventually w ill get a U M T 
program out of a compromise bill 
agreed upon by a Senate-House 
committee.

which Congress has to vote again 
on some aspects of U M T before 
the six-month training program 
could be «et in motion. 
The bill also would extent the 
draft law for four years and low ­

| 18**. The present act expires Ju ly 
9. The new bill sets up a 5,000,000 
j manpower ceiling on the armed 
I forces, exclusive of 
the 
coast 
guard. 
The compromise requires later 
congressional approval, not on the 
training program 
itself, but on 
three points connected with 
the 
operation of UM T. No youth could 
be taken for training until Con­ 
gress approves proposals on: 
1. A code of conduct. This in­ 
volves a system of m ilitary justice 
applying to trainees; it would be 
milder than in the regular armed 
services. 
2. Death and disability benefit-. 
3 
Recommendations d e a l i n g 
with the safety, health, welfare 
and morals of the trainees.
